Tee 
principal address today was by Joseph 
P Griffin, president of the Chicago 
fcoard of 
trade. 
Griffin maintained 
that the board at all times. Provided 
tee farmer with a highly competitive 
market for his grain, and he Pointed 
to the fact that when at the beginning 
of the great war, cotton, coffee and 
stock exchanges were closed, tne 
board of trade remained open.

It was 
voted to buy a bond of |600, so, that 
the sum might be- bearing interest. 
It was also voted that a committee 
be appointed to co-operate with the 
Commercial club at the holiday cele- 
bration to advertise the location of 
Janesville Center to out of town peo- 
P The report of the civic committee 
and dental clinic was given by the 
chairman, Mrs. Percy M-unger. 
The 
committee met with the city council 
on last Tuesday 
evening 
and dis- 
cussed plans for the dental clinic. 
The commission had made an offer 
of J300 for the year's ..work of the 
clinic. 
They considered that a half 
day's session a week would suffice to 
take care of the necesary work on the 
children's teeth. Dr. Holaapple, 'Who 
was also present, demonstrated the 
fact that ft was unwise and practi- 
cally unsafe to have such an interval 
elapse between the clinics. If teeth 
were treated, they must be cared for 
oftener than once a week, or disas- 
trous, results might ensue. The fact 
was brought out that 
the

fund of $10O voted for supplies for 
the clinic had not been collected for 
last year.

BEET SEEDS HERE 


IN UNITED STATES 


Local Growers Wilt Be Interested to 


Know That United States i* Plan- 


ning to Furnish Home 


Grown Seed. 


Sugar - beet seed was grown com- 
mercially in this country during the 
past year in several states from Mich- 
igan to California. The crop of seed 
harvested in 1915 was so satisfactory 
—according to the report of the chief 
of the bureau of plant industry, Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture— 
in each of the areas tested that a. 
largely increased acreage was planted 
this year. 
TMs bureau has assisted in an ad- 
visory way in growing, selecting, and 
siloing the roots, planting them in the 


spring, harvesting and cleaning the 
seed, and, in general, endeavor»<] :,, 
produce the largest amount of com- 
mercial seed possible at a minimum 
cost. 
Approximately 5,000 aero.-; ar«j 
in beet seed in this country tliiw y.-nr 
while we require the prcyltict of a" 
least 16,000 acres for a normal plant- 
ing, not considering the natural ex- 
pansion of the beet sugar industry 
Each na» mill will require an air rape 
of two hundred acres in seed tu mc'ec 
its planting requirements.

"TM country surrounding CTRIOWI 
Is not excelled in fertility anywhere 
in tlie kingdom. The town is in me 
center of the Wallachlan -wheat lanos. 
and the truck gardens of the region 
are highly productive, while the for- 
ests, which clothe the adjacent up- 
lands mnke it an Important timber 
depot. A branch railway conveys 
these products to the Danube at Ca»a- 
fat some 60 miles to the southwest Jn 
an airline. The Jiul river, which 
rises in the Carpathians beyond the 
Rumanian border, flowing south anrt 
entering the Danube opposite the Bul- 
garian town of Rahova after a course 
of 200 miles, passes a mjle or two to 
the west of Craiova. 
"Wliile trade in cereals, leather ana 
lumber is the chief occupation of tue 
Craiovans in peace times, there are 
several large rope and carriage fac- 
tories located here, and the salt mines 
of the -vicinity are profitably worked. 
The town has shown a steady grorrin 
for the last quarter of a century until 
now, 
with 51,0010 inhabitants, it is the 
sixth city of the nation. It is Ili 
miles west of Bucharest, 
40 miles 
north of the Danube at iRahova, and 
is the most Important station, on the 
ralwsy line of 237 miles between the 
Hungarian border town of Verclorova 
(beyond the Iron Gates) and the Ru- 
manian capital. 
"Craiova was the Castra Nova of 
the Romans durinj? their occupation 
of Dacia, and in the middle.age the 
place played an important role. It 
was here that the Wallachian .prince, 
Mircea the Old defeated the Turkish 
sultan, Bayezld I, in 1397. Two hun- 
dred . years later the'most famous of 
Walla chia's chieftains, Michael the 
Brave, held sway here as.'ban' 
or 
governor, afterwards becoming prince I 
riot only of Wallachta. but of Moldavia I
